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EUROPE. 

A few interesting articles of intelligence 
have been received from Europe, by a late ar- 
rival at New-York. 

The Congress at Verona had closed its busi- 
hess, and the members had departed for their 
respective homes. We do not hear ef any of- 
ficial Geclaration of the proceedings. 


The following are a few of the most promi- 
nent articies in the English papers. 


PortsmoutH, DEc. 21. There appears to be no 
longer any doubt, that the ships about to sail under 
the comniand of Sir Edward Owen, are intended asa 
reinforcement of Sir Charles Rowley's squadion at Ja- 
maica, for the purpose of being employed iu taking 
possession of the island of Cuba, should Spain be forced 
intoa war with France. The French have a small 
squadron of ships (including one line of battle ship) at 
Martinique, whose intention it may possibly become 
necessary to thwart. Should the deprecated event 
not take place, and Sir Charles Rowley wish to return 
to England, Sir Edward Owen may in that case, hoist a 
broad pendant, and assu:ne the command of the station 
for the next three years. 


Jisson, Dec. 7. In the sitting of the Cortes of the 
4th. a report was made on a despatch from the Minis- 
ter for the Howe Department, in which the Coneress 
wis informed that the Queen, having refused to talce 
the outh to the Constitution of the Monarchy, the King 
had resolved on carrying into execution the decree of 
the Cortes, ordaining that whoever shall refuse to 
swear to the Constitution shall quit the kingdom, and 
renounce the nights of a Portuguese citizen. But the 
‘Jueen having represented her delicate health ‘would 
not permit her to travel without endangering her life, 
aud the physicians of the household having consulted 
tovether, and unanimously declared that her life would 
be endangered if she were compelled, in her present 
state, io undertake a journey either by sea or land ; 
his Majesty issued a decree commanding the Queen 
to retire to the Quinta de Ramalhao, with the necessa- 
ry ailendants. but refusing her request to be allowed to 
take along wiih her the !:itantas, her daughters : add- 
ing that this retirement in the Quinta de Ramalhao 
should continue until the state of her health micht per- 
mit her to irave! beyond the kingdom. : 


Venona, Dre. 12. 't was immediately after the 
drawing up of the declaration to ke presented to the 
Ottoman government, (hat Lord Strangford, who is in- 
‘rusted by the Sovereigns with this mission, left our 
cry to proceed directly for Trieste, there to embark for 
corfa. But despatches from Vieina. sent by Baron 
Sturmer to Prince Mettermich, havin + arrived after- 
wards, an express was immediately despatched to 
‘Trieste with letters for Lord Strangford. requesting 
uim to suspend his departure till he shouid receive fresh 
sus‘ructions, founded on the despatches which had been 
received irom Vienna, and which coafrned the ac- 
count of the revolution in the ‘Purkish naa‘stry. It is 
eared, however, that the messenger niay not have 
found his Lordship at Trieste, as itis probable that he 
had embarked for Corfu. An Ausirian General. with 
ihe title of Commissioner, is charged to make the neces- 
sary arrangement with the persons whom the cabinet 
of Turin shath appoint for the purpese, respecting the 
evacuation of the Piedmontese terriiory by ihe Austrian 
troops, conformahbly to the decisiou of the Congress, the 
circumstances which had caused an Austrian garrison 
to be paced in Medena having happiiy ceased. His 
Majesty the Empevor of Austria, who had left it to the 
Duke of Viodena to decile on the duration of the siay 
of this garrison, has at his request given erders for its 
Ceparture. {t is already on its march to return io the 


A French paper, (the Pilote) says, we are informed 
by a London Correspondent that Mr. Canni:e, the mo- 
ment he perceived the views of Congress with respect 
to ‘Turkey, sent offa courier extraordinary to my Lord 
Strangford at Verona. ‘This conrier was bearer of‘a 
letter of the tollowing import. ‘* On the receipt of this 
you will repair to Leghorn, where you will find an 
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on arriving at that capital, you will declare .o the Porte 
that she must render the Greeks independent, or other- 
wise England must taxe them under her protection. 
This measure is mdispensably necessary, in order to 
deprive Russia of ail pretext for declaring war.” 

Avesrena, Dec. 15. The last news from Venice 
confirms the report of the rebellion of the Turkish gar- 
rison at Rhodes. {t was composed of Assiatics, who 
have massacred their commanders. According to the 
latest news frora Turkey, the Asiatics entered Con- 
stautinople, but the Jamnissaries repulsed them with 
loss. in consequence of which there was a civil war be- 
tween the Aga of the Janissaries and Ibrahim Pacha; 
the commander ofthe Asiatics. ‘The result of this con- 
flict will probably decide the fate of the Porte. 


Paris, Dec. 26. A letter from Iydra, states that 
after ihe late naval victory of the Greeks, Capt. Ham- 
ilton of the Cambrian British frigate, arrived at. that 
port, and declared to the Admiralty, that his Govern- 
ment had just recognized the blockade declared by the 
Greek Government. He even demanded an exact ac- 
count of all the ports which the latter government in- 
tends to pul into a state of blockade, in order to make 
thein Known to the Engiish Consuls, so that no more 
passports, may be delivered for those places. it is 
further stated that the French Consu! at Smyrna has m- 
formed all the captains of his nation that they are to 
conform themselves to ihe declaration of blockade 
made by the Greek Government.
